COMMITS SUICIDE 


— — 


William Smith, 22, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Smith of Deloro, took his 
own life late Thursday night in the 
shot 
himself with a 44-40 rifte, while sitt- 
ing alone in the back seat of his car, 
his brother, Simeon Smith and a 
friend, Gordon Stewart, being seated 
in the front seat and powerless to pre- 
vent the rash act. It was announced 
on Friday morning that an inquest 
will be held. 

It is understood that the young man 
showed signs of jealousy of his girl 
friend appearing about the streets of 


Marmora with a boy friend and that 


he watched them for some consider- 
able time. In the morning it is also 
stated, he asked his younger brother 
what would be the best way to com- 
mit suicide by cutting an artery or 
shooting himself and his brother jok- 
ingly said “a rifle would be the better 
way.” The boy, it is believed, left his 
home in Deloro early Thursday eve- 
ning where he went around the streets 
alone, the rifle, his own, in the car. 
Later he was met by his brother and 
Gordon Stewart, who got into the car. 
This was about the time the boys 
were ready to go home. 

When the rifle was spotted in the 
car by the boys, they took it away 
from him, but in some way he ge- 
cured the weapon again and all start- 
ed for home. Smith asked one of the 
boys “to drive to the old crock,” and 
he seated himself in the back seat fac- 
ing the right window. Quickly he seiz- 
ed the gun and pointing it towards 
his body, pulled the trigger, the bull-

hay and high prices this year a small 
field of excellent feed owned by Will- 
iam Couse of Streetsville, is of unus- 
ual interest to Ontario farmers. Mr. 
Couse has demonstrated that it is 
possible to get an excellent yield of 
the best quality hay from seed sown 
in the same season. Moreover his crop 
is not of the emergency character, 
like green oats or millet something 
that requires special knowledge and 
special care, but is largely alfalfa 
with a little red clover and timothy, 
and unlike the emergency crops, the 
field will be good for further yields 
of hay next year. 

The field was sown about the first 
of May last spring with a mixture 
composed of 15 pounds of alfalfa, five 
pounds of red clover and one pound 
of timothy. No nurse crop was used 
and the field had not been previously 
in alfalfa for 15 years. No inoculation 
was used but an excellent catch re- 
sulted. Owing to dry weather the 
etand was on the thin side when the 
first cutting was made about the first 
of July. At the time the plants ave- 
raged 30 inches in height and a crop 
of close to a ton per acre of cured 
hay was taken off. Had there been 
the usual amount of rain Mr. Couse 
believes that twice this yield would 
have been secured. The hay was of 
excellent quality, with plenty of val- 
uable leaves. 

Aided by timely rains the second 
growth was much finer and thicker 
with much of the original seed, ap- 
parently, not germinating until after 
the first cutting had been removed. 
While the first crop was almost en- 
tirely alfalfa, by the middle of sum- 
mer both the red clover and timothy 
began to appear. This crop was cut 
in early October and averaged three 
tons of green; per acre, or be- 


tween a ton and a half and two tons 


of cured hay. Mr. Crouse estimated 


that one acre would provide pasture 


for a good milk cow. for 140 days, 
if it was decided that hay was not 
needed. : 

This experiment seems to prove 
that it is possible even in the face of 
dry weather to produce over two tons 
per acre of cured hay from the first 
year’s seeding. If applied on a general 
scale it would indicate that winter 
killing of meadows on a scale like 
last year need not be as serious as is 
the case today with the hay acreage 
very seriously reduced. From every 
standpoint the experiment appears 
practical and indicates that year-old 
meadows, killed out in early spring 
may be made to produce normal hay 
returns by moderately heavy sowings 
without hurse crops. Furthermore, as 
a mixture rather than straight alfalfa; 
is advised by Mr. Crouse, the cost af 
the seed is very low, such mixtures as 
he used selling for less than straight 
alfalfa, or red clover. Fortunately for 
any farmer who may wish to follow 
Mr. Crouse’s example next spring, 
ample supplies of home grown alfalfa 
seed are in sight for next spring, 
though red clover is going to be 
Scarce.

The last of the seson’s poultry 
Field Days was held at the Division of 
Poultry Husbandry on October 18th. 
This Field Day was largely attended 
by farmers and poultrymen from 
Eastern Ontario and Western Que- 
bec. Dr. H. Barton, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, gave the visitors a 
short but highly interesting address 
of welcome. That was followed by an 
afternoon of lectures and demonstra- 
tions by Experimental Farm officials, 
and representativxes of the Live Stock 
Branch. The subjects dealt with were: 
fattening feeds, crate feding, Killing 
and plucking and the grading and 
packing of poultry. The field days held 
at the Poultry Division this season 
have been well attended, and due to 
the seasonal nature of the programs]

those in attendance. They have proved 
to be an excellent means of contacting 
people interested in poultry work.

Field Crop Yields on the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm in 1934 


In spite of comparatively unfay- 
ourable climatic conditions in 1934, 
field crop yields on the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, were well 
maintained. Drought in 1933, resulted 
in hay crops going into the winter in 
a weakened condition and dry weath- 
er during the season of 1934 aggra- 
vated the condition to bring about a 
slight reduction in hay yields. Grain 
yields were also slightly lower than 
average but abundant rainfall was 
received in September, early enough 
to provide sufficient moisture for late 
crops such as corn and roots, the 
yields of which were above average. 
The following yields per acre were 
recorded in 1934 by the Field Hus- 
bandry Division. Average yields for 
a period of 4 to 23 years are shown 
im brackets. Corn 19.7 tons (16.41 
tons), turnips 21.81 tons (18.08 tons), 
mangels 26.15 tons (22.60 tons), sun- 
flowers 16.35 tons (19.75 tons), po- 
tatoes 185.5 bushels (189.68 bushels), 
barley 43.4 bushels (45.8 bushels), 
oats 54.3 bushels (57.6 bushels), peas 
26.4 bushels (28.6 bushels), mixed al- 
falfa, red clover and timothy hay 3.39 
tons (3.66 tons).

Current Crop Report 

Barley has been a good paying crop 
this year in many districts. Grey 
County reports yields of 50 to 60 
bushels per acre, and prices varied for 
malting barley from 60c to 70c. A 
heavy snowfall in that region re- 
plenished the water supply and made 
plowing easier. 

Most farmers in Huron County are 
holding their alfalfa seed, red clover 
and sweet clover until late winter or 
early spring. 

Peel County reports fall wheat 
looking well, but acreage considerab- 
ly below average. Plowing is about 
finished in most localities, with qom- 
plaints by some plowmen that the 
soll has been dry and hard. 

Pasture has been none too plentiful 
in North Simcoe and some herds are 
showing the effects. The root crop, 
both turnips and mangels, there has 
deen the best in years. 

Waterloo County predicts that far- 
mers are going to experience difficul- 
ty in getting their cattle through the 
winter on the limited supply of rough- 
ages. 

Livestock in Brant is going into 
stables in better condition than was 
anticipated, while fall wheat there is 
| in good condition for winter. 

Haldimand reports offers as high 
as $17. a ton for “barn run alfalfa,” 
including first and second cuttings, 
this price unbaled and at the barn. 

Selery Uttin Lambton is com- 
pleted, with a 'v much reduced 
crop owing to weather conditions, 
lack of maturity and frost. 

In Lincoln, young poultry of good 
quality is in fairly good demand at 
prices ranging from 350 to 400. ac- 
cording to finish. Price of milk there 
has now been established for a period 
at $1.95 cwt. to the producer, f. o. b. 
factory or receiving station. 

Fall wheat looks well with a good 
top in Welland County, while hay 
supply is low and priced at $20. a 
ton. ; 

Condition of livestock is much im- 
proved this year in Peterborough. 

Shortage of water is serious in 
Prince Edward, many wells being dry 
and water in the inland lakes so low 
that cattle have difficulty getting to 
„it.

PARTY PAY CUTS 
TO BE RESTORED 
TO RAIL WORKERS 


Railway employees numbering a- 
bout 75,000 were looking forward to 
May 1, 1935, when wage-cuts, which 
reached 15 per cent. about a year ago, 
will have been decreased to 10 per 
cent, the start of the gradual reduc- 
tion to be made January 1, 1935. This 
was the outcome of the conferences 
between union heads and the Canad-

The body of Miss Dorothea Benham, 
19-year-old girl, formerly of Toronto, 
who was killed with three other per- 
sons in the crash of an aeroplane at 
Los Angeles on Saturday, was enroute 
to Detroit on Monday for burial. Her 
family moved from Ontario to the Mi- 
chigan city two years ago.

150 CHILDREN FALL 
WITH STAIRCASE 


Collapse of a stairway which was 
to lead about 150 boys and girls to a 
picture show inside St. Peter's Hall, 
in the lower town of Quebec on Sun- 
day, brought swift and tragic change 
in shouts of pleasurable anticipation 
to horrified, high-pitched shrieks and 
injury to 16 youngsters. 

The stairway leading to the 36- 
year-old parochial hall gave way un- 
der the weight of the 150 children.

CHLOROFORM FIRST 
MADE IN CANADA 


Canada has the honor of being the 
first country on the American contin- 
ent to make chloroform and use it 
as an anaesthetic. In the year 1848, 
an apothecary at Pictou, N. S., J. D. 
B. Fraser, prepared and purified some 
chloroform in his small drug store in 
that town and it was used by à local 
surgeon, Dr. W. J. Almon, as an an- 
aesthetic in amputatihg the thumb of 
a woman in the poorhouse. Chloro- 
form was first discovered in Lelbig. 
in 1831, and first used by Sir James 
Simpson, in Great Britain, in 1847. 
Of course, there were other anaes- 
the hefore chloroform which rang- 
ed all the Wey from rum to the shille- 
lah.

IN THOUSANDTH YEAR | 


Once again the runic stone, found, 
at the head of Yarmouth harbor ang 


placed in the Yarmouth public library 
has come into prominence as offering 
additional evidence that the Norse- 


men discovered America almost 500
